PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Urban  District, 

Mr*  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Ware  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1966* 

Ware  continues  to  expand  with  a  population  figure  reaching 
13*150  by  mid-1966,  an  increase  of  280  over  the  19^5  figure* 

This  increase  is,  however,  only  approximate ly  one  half  of  that 
of  1965  and  once  again  the  Credit  Squeeze  with  resultant 
curtailment  in  building  must  be  held  responsible* 

The  general  health  of  the  population  has  continued  to  be 
excellent  with  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  being  the  only  two 
infectious  diseases  notified  and  these  giving  the  remarkably  low 
figures  of  A8  and  5  respectively.  The  total  number  of  births 
and  deaths  continues  to  approximate  closely  to  that  of  previous 
years* 

In  my  preface  to  last  year1  s  report;  I  commented  at  some 
length  upon  the  burden  of  work  imposed  upon  Mr*  Lucas,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  reasons  for  this*  I  am  happy  to 
state  that  in  1  966  conditions  have  been  considerably  eased.  The 
first  reason  for  this  was  the  appointment  on  the  1st  February,  1966 
of  Mr*  W.G.  Todd  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  who  came  to 
us  from  Nottingham  County  Borough.  Mr.  Todd  resigned  on  the 
31st  August  for  private  reasons,  but  was  reappointed  on  the 
1  st  November.  In  welcoming  him  to  Ware  I  am  glad  to  say  that  his 
presence  has  considerably  eased  the  burden  placed  on  Mr.  Lucas’s 
shoulders. 

The  second  reason  is  that  on  the  1st  December  the  Council  was 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  an  experienced  Meat  Inspector, 
Mr*  Luck,  who  had  long  service  in  a  similar  appointment  in  Birkenhead. 
The  advent  of  Mr.  Luck  has  had  the  result  of  relieving  Mr.  Lucas  and 
Mr.  Todd  of  much  of  the  time  consuming  work  of  meat  inspection  and 
thus  enabling  them  to  carry  out  more  effectively  their  many  other 
statutory  duties  regarding  the  health  of  the  tcmrnunity. 
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A  third  factor  in  easing  the  onerous  duties  of  meat 
inspection  has  been  an  agreement  re  ached  between  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Ware  Meat  Supplies  ,  arising  from  the 
Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1 966  which  came  into 
effect  on  the  30th  September#  These  Regulations  enabled  Local 
Authorities  to  restrict  the  hours  of  slaughter  in  any  private 
slaughterhouse  and  as  a  result  of  this  agreement,  the  excessive 
hours  put  in  by  the  Council’s  inspectors  have  been  curtailed# 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  this  fortunate  outcome  for, 
as  I  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  combination  of  increasing 
legislation  and  the  continuing  growth  of  the  town,  enlarges  the 
normal  duties  and  statutory  obligations  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors# 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  continuing  support 
I  have  had  from  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  in  the 
work  of  this  Department.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Lucas,  Mr.  Todd  and 
Mr#  Luck  for  their  meticulous  standard  of  work  and  I  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  other  Chief 
Officers  and  their  staff#

During  the  year  no  pulmonary  cases  were  notified.  One  female 
non~pulmonary  case  moved  Into  the  district.  A  total  of  one  case  was 
therefore  added  to  the  register. 

One  female  pulmonary  case  recovered,  and  one  male  pulmonary  oase 
left  the  district. 

Two  cases  were  thus  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  the  number 
of  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year  reduced  by  one.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  figures  have  continued  to  rise  with  the  mid— ye  sir 
figure  for  1966  being  13*^50  as  compared  with  12,870  for  1965,  this 
being  an  overall  increase  of  280.  The  natural  increase  was  132  and 
the  inward  migration  148. 

The  number  of  inhabitated  houses  rose  from  4*161  to  4,200. 

The  number  of  houses  per  acre  3.00  to  3.03,  the  number  of  persons 
per  acre  from  9*28  to  9*49  and  the  number  of  persons  per  house  from 
3.09  to  3.1 3. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  legitimate  live  births  rose  from  312  to  321  whilst  the 
illegitimate  births  increased  from  5  to  11.  The  live  birth  rate  per 
1  ,000  population  increased  from  24. 70  to  25.24  compared  with  the 
County  rate  of  17.3  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17*7# 

The  still  births  rose  from  5  to  7  -  there  being  no  illegitimate 
still  births  -  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of  20.65  compared  with  the 
County  rate  of  11.7  and  the  national  rate  of  15*4. 

The  infant  deaths  fell  from  6  to  5  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  15.06  compared  with  18.92  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  numbered  200  compared  with  201  in  1965* 

These  201  deaths  included  one  maternal  death.  This  gave  a  death 
rate  of  15.20  per  1,000  population,  the  1965  figure  being  15*61. 

The  comparable  figures  for  the  County  were  9*1  and  for  England  and 
Wales  11.7* 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


As  is  usual  the  chief  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  which  accounted  for  56  fatalities  (69  in  1965). 

This  amounted  to  28  per  cent  of  the  total.  Of  these,  $1  or  15*5 
per  cent  were  due  to  coronary  disease  and  of  these  31  *  25  were  over 
the  age  of  55*  including  13  over  the  age  of  75* 

The  second  commonest  cause  was  cerebro-vascular  disease,  the 
number  here  amounting  to  5 1  >  or  25*5  per  cent  of  the  total.  Here 
again  the  great  preponderance  of  cases  were  in  the  more  advanced  age 
groups,  41  being  over  75* 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Malignant  disease  rose  from  28  to  29, 
of  which  6  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  There  were  no  deaths  due 
to  Leukaemia. 

Bronchitis  accounted  for  19  deaths,  but  the  lower  age  groups  were 
little  affected,  as  15  occurred  over  the  age  of  75*  Pneumonia  was 
responsible  for  9  deaths  of  which  2  were  between  65  and  75  and  7 
over  75*  , , 


The  one  maternal  death  occurred  In  a  young  woman  of*  25  and  was 
due  to  a  Pulmonary  Embolism. 

There  v/ere  4  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  2  other 
accidental  deaths ,  1  by  drowning,  the  other  because  of  Pulmonary 
Embolism  following  an  unidentifiable  injury.  The  1  suicide  was 
caused  by  Barbiturate  Poisoning. 

The  5  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age  all  happened  in 
infants  under  the  age  of  1  week#  3  were  due  to  Prematurity ,  1  to  a 
Congenital  defect  and  1  to  Foetal  Asphyxia. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  125  out  of  the  200  deaths  or 
62.5  per  cent  occurred  at  the  age  of  75  or  over. 

mPECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  was 
negligible,  there  being  only  48  reported  cases  of  Measles  and  5  of 
Whooping  Cough# 

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  cases  recorded  in  the  register  fell  by  1  during  1966  with 
a  total  figure  of  64  of  which  57  were  Pulmonary  and  7  N on-Pulmonary # 

MASS  X-RAY 

The  mass  X-ray  unit  paid  its  customary  triennial  visit  to  the 
Priory  Grounds  and  two  industrial  centres  during  July.  A  total 
number  of  2,513  persons  was  X-rayed  compared  with  2,640  in  1963* 

Out  of  all  these  only  8  v/ere  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  but  11  other  conditions  were  discovered  including 
Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  Congenital  abnormalities  of  the  Heart  and 
Blood  Vessels  and  also  of  the  Diaphragm  and  Oesophagus  and  infections 
of  the  Lungs# 

Some  points  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Director  of 
this  unit  for  the  year  1965  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee, notably  his  comments  on  the  future  of  Mass 
Radiography.  Out  of  62,158  examinations  covering  an  area  from 
Stepney  and  Dagenham  in  the  south,  Enfield  and  Wood  Green  in  the 
west,  Chigwell  and  Ongar  in  the  east  to  Hertford  and  Bishops  Stortford 
in  the  north,  only  56  significant  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered  with  the  highest  incidence  in  the  middle  aged  and 
elderly  age  groups.  62  cases  of  Intrathoracic  Malignant  disease 
were  found  of  which  54  were  Pulmonary  Carcinoma# 
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The  Director  In  considering  the  futoucee  of  Mass  Radiography 
said  "it  is  really  a  question  of  considering  how  M.M.R.  can  best 
play  a  part  in  providing  a  comprehensive  chest  radiology  service  £n 
a  regional  basis  to  ensure  that  the  various  specialist  groups  ,  in 
particular  General  Practitioner  referred  cases,  can  be  easily 
examined.  There  are  in  addition  certain  interesting  possibilities 
such  as  the  regular  examination  of  males  in  the  Carcinoma  age  group, 
a  project  on  which  much  information  is  coming  to  light*  It  has  also 
been  suggested  in  some  quarters  that  there  is  a  place  for  M.M.R.  as 
part  of  a  wider  ” Screening*  Organisation  v/hich  will  attempt  to  detect 
other  pathological  conditions  outside  the  chest.  It  may  be  that 
redeployment  to  provide  a  regular  service  for  special  groups  of  one 
kind  or  another  in  local  areas,  where  this  does  not  already  exist, 
would  be  worth  consideration,  rather  than  continuing  extensive 
cover  for  large  numbers  of  healthy  people”. 

This  does  not  mean  that  there  is  to  be  a  cessation  of  existing 
service  in  the  near  future  but  does  show  that  thought  is  being 
given  to  the  best  possible  means  of  modifying  the  present  expensive 
and  extensive  service  with  a  view  to  giving  cover  to  these  whose 
need  is  greatest. 


anthrax 


It  is  not  a  common  occurrence  to  come  across  cases  of  .Anthrax, 
but  a  death  from  this  disease  was  reported  in  a  heifer  on  a  local 
faun.  The  diagnosis  was  later  confirmed  by  laboratory  tests. 
According  to  customary  practice,  the  carcass  was  burnt  and  no  further 
cases  were  reported.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


This  is  of  special  concern  to  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
a  vigilant  eye  is  kept  on  all  food  handling  departments,  school  and 
other  canteens.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector*  s  report  gives 
details  of  action  taken  during  the  year. 

For  the  third  successive  year  there  were  no  reported  cases  of 
food  poisoning.

Most  of*  the  town  is  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley  Wetter  Company 
from  two  wells  sunk  In  chalk,  one  at  Musley  Lane,  and  the  other  at 
Musley  Hill,  the  fomer  being  the  main  source  of  supply®  The 
Highfields  area,  however,  is  supplied  by  a  6"  main  from  Hertford* 
All  these  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

All  houses  have  an  internal  water  supply. 

Quality 

Frequent  bacteriological  samples  of  mains  water  taken  from 
domestic  premises  in  the  district  were  satisfactory. 


Piped  Supplies 

Mains  water  is  piped  to  sink  taps  in  all  but  four  cottages  and 
a  bungalow.  Three  wells  serve  the  five  premises  and  water  is  pumped 
to  roof  tanks  in  all  five  of  them,  and  gravitates  to  sink  taps.  In 
one  of  these,  a  remote  lock  cottage,  the  water  has  to  be  hand  pumped. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  Councils  swimming  bath  consists  of  a  heated  open  air  pool 
with  paved  surrounds  and  diving  boards,  and  paddling  pools.  The 
buildings  comprising  offices,  changing  r^oms,  toilets  and  plant  house 
were  rebuilt  in  1965*  A  light  refreshment  kiosk  serves  the  pool  and 
recreation  ground. 

Wate r  which  is  drawn  from  the  town  mains  is  treated  by  break 
point  chlorination  and  continuous  pressurised  sand  filtration.  The 
plant  is  designed  to  change  the  water  every  6  hours.  Renewals  and 
overhauls  to  the  plant  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  every  fourteen  days  during  the 
season  and  proved  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  major  work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year  although 
sewers  have  been  extended  to  deal  with  new  development.

Sewers <,  drains  and  sanitary  conveniences 


During  the  year  the  department  dealt  with  eleven  "blocked 
sewers  and  two  blocked  drains  which  were  cleared  by  the  Council1  s 
men*  Repeat  blockages  occurred  only  in  one  sewer  serving  eight 
houses* 

Occupiers  of  three  houses  who  failed  to  keep  their  closets 
in  a  satisfactory  state  were  required  to  cleanse  the  W.C.  pans 
and  seats* 


Filthy  or  Veminous  Premises  and  Articles 

Bed  bugs  were  last  found  at  one  house  in  1965  and  at  another 
in  i960.  Only  one  case  of  fleas  was  found  during  the  year.  On 
the  rare  occasions  that  fleas  are  found  they  are  usually  in  the 
homes  of  aged  people.  Dirty  bedding  is  more  common  and  was  found 
to  be  filthy  in  one  instance. 

Nuisances 

Sixteen  complaints  involving  dampness  due  to  defective  roofs, 
gutters  or  other  causes  were  investigated. 

The  Councils  tip  was  kept  free  from  flies  during  the  year  by 
spraying  with  Malathion  and  providing  adequate  earth  to  cover  each 
day.  Conplalnts  were  not  made  by  the  public  during  the  year  about 
the  tip. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

Noise  nuisances  from  two  industrial  plants  (extractor  fans) 
caused  widespread  nuisance  at  night.  Signatures  from  1i+.  householders 
related  to  noise  from  an  air  conditioning  plant,  /mother  petition 
from  229  householders  concerned  noise  and  smell  from  the  two  large 
cyclones  associated  with  cooling  the  animal  food  stuffs  processed 
at  a  mill. 

The  services  of  a  noise  consultant  were  employed  by  the 
maltsters  who  said  that  alterations  will  be  made  before  the  plant 
is  brought  into  action  again  next  season.  A  considerable  reduction 
of  noise  has  been  achieved  at  the  mill.  Both  premises  will  be  kept 
■under  surveillance. 

Following  the  total  enclosure  of  a  dust  extraction  plant  with 
elimination  of  nuisance  therefrom  it  then  became  necessary  to  request 
like  measures  for  another  similar  plant  at  the  same  factory. 
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Clean  Air  Act,  195 6 


Work  under  the  Act  was  restricted  to  the  Investigation  of 
©omplaints  regarding  two  factory  chimney s#  On  three  occasions 
excessive  black  smoke  was  emitted  from  a  bakehouse  chimneys  and 
the  adaptation  of  these  coal  fired  side  flue  ovens  to  bum  gas  or 
oil  is  under  consideration* 

Smuts  from  the  stacks  of  industrial  premises  burning  fuel 
oil  were  also  the  subject  of  complaint*  Dolomite  has  been  in  use 
at  these  works  with  a  view  to  control  over  smut  emission  and  on 
this  complaint  it  was  decided  to  try  a  finer  graded  product# 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 

Since  the  deposit  of  soil  alongside  the  road  through  Walnut 
Tree  Walk,  caravans  have  not  been  sited  in  the  gaps  between  the 
trees  and  local  residents  will  again  enjoy  the  undisturbed  privacy 
of  this  pleasant  retreat# 

Housing  Acts 

Three  unfit  houses  were  demolished;  viz#  2  and  3  Francis  Road 
and  62  Crib  Street#  Three  houses  were  also  demolished  in  the  same 
area  undergoing  private  development  (viz*  30,  3i  Princes  Street  and 
60  Crib  Street) • 

Following  a  representation  of  unfitness  a  time  and  place  notice 
was  served  in  respect  of  9  Princes  Street  and  this  was  purchased  by 
the  Council  for  inclusion  in  the  area  now  under  development#

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


Meat  Inspection 

With  the  introduction  of  the  power  to  control  hours  of  slaughter 
in  Regulation  3A  of  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1 966, 
the  Council  negotiated  and  secured  an  agreement  with  the  directors  of 
Ware  Meat  Supplies  Ltd#,  determining  the  days  and  hours  of  slaughter 
at  their  slaughterhouse  at  Amwell  End,  Ware#  Under  this  agreement 
animals  may  be  slaughtered  between  the  hours  of  8,0  am.  to  5*30  pm. 
on  Monday  to  Thursday  and  between  8.0  am.  to  12.0  noon  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  each  week. 

As  and  from  the  3ist  October,  1966,  all  the  carcases  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  above  premises  have  been  inspected  and  stamped  by 
the  inspectorate  and  from  the  1st  December,  1966,  the  Council  have 
employed  for  the  first  time  a  full  time  Authorised  Officer  for  the 
examination  of  meat  • 
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Section  2  -  General  protection  for  purchasers  of  food  and  drugs 

Four  complaints  concerning  food  were  referred  to  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Inspector  at  County  Hall.  (Snail  in  packet  of  peas; 
mouldy  loaf;  watered  and  tainted  milk;  broken  glass  in  milk  bottle). 

Warning  letters  were  sent  to  a  confectionery  firm  regarding 
dusty  cakes  and  to  a  local  dairyman  regarding  internal  stains  in  a 
milk  bottle. 

Section  9  -  Examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food 

One  butcher  was  prosecuted  for  selling  37  lbs.  of  Imported  beef 
which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  by  reason  of  decomposition. 

The  company  was  fined  £50. -and  £20.  costs  by  the  loca.1  magistrates. 

The  meat  was  seized  at  a  school  canteen. 

During  September  the  Council  decided  to  instruct  their  Solicitors 
to  take  proceedings  against  a  cafe  proprietor  for  contraventions  of 
Regulation  5  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations*  I960*  but  at 
the  years  end  the  hearing  by  the  magistrates  had  not  been  fixed. 

A  few  improvements  were  carried  out  at  food  premises  during  the 
year*  but  again  the  departments  activities  thereat  were  below  normal.
